Workmen Beaten 
in Affray 


‘Three Dreis Factories Are 
Invaded by Sluggers 
Armed With Pipe 


‘Terror-Stricken Women Flee 
to Fire Escapes; Five 
Suspects Seized 


NEW YORK, May 27.—Armed 
with lead pipe and bricks wrapped 
in paper, a gang of guerrillas in- 
‘waded three nonunion dress fac- 
|tortes In the six-story loft building 
in Eighth avenue today and beat 
up every male worker who came 
within thelr reach. Seven were 
80 severely cut and bruised about 
the head, face and shoulders as 
to require the attention of ambu- 
lance surgeons, while many more 
escaped injury only by hiding un- 
der sewing machines and tables. 


Policemen arrived itn time to 
head off the gangsters, whose num- 
ber was estimated at close to «a 
score, and arrested five of them. 
They were arra'cned in Jefferson 
Market Court on suspicion of fel- 
ontous assault and held on $1000 
bail for exaraination Friday. 


DIVIDE INTO GROUPS 

There are seven dress factories 
in the building and three «f them 
are conducted as upton shops. 
Thése were not molested in any 
way, the thugs devoting themselves 
wholly to the remaiving four. This 
was considered by the owners of 
the nonunion shops as proof posi- 
tive that the visitation which they 
had suffered «was simply a _ call 
from the “entertainment commit- 
tee” of the union. , 

A few minutes before 11 o'clock 
the gang of men, all under 26 years 
of age, entered the buliding. Ig- 
noring the elevator, they climbed 
the stairway to the upper floors. 
They then divided off into groups 
of four an five on each floor 
where a nonunion shop was in op- 
eration. 

Within a minute after their en- 
trance thev had succeeded in ter- 
rorizing more than seventy-five 
men and women workers. The men 
were slueged and beaten, while the 
women ran screaming to the fire 
escapes fronting on Eighth avenue. 
They huddled ‘aere for the most 
part while the men struggled inside. 
The gangs worked quickly through 
the shops of the De N Eas Dress 
Companv on the secormi floor, the 
Em N Ess Drese Company on the 
fourth floor, and the Arkay Dress 
Company on the sixth floor. 

Their escape would have been 
just as rapid in the ensuing con- 
fusion *-4 it not been for the quick 
wit of Georree Vix, superintendent 
of the building. He encountered 
some of the guerrillas on the fifth 
floor. and becoming dissatisfied with 
their answers to questions, 
warned the Orchid Dress Company 
to bar ite doors. He them ran down 
into the street. He called the traf- 
fic policemen stationed at the Thir- 
ty-sixth and Thirty-fifth-street cor- 
ners and returned with them te 
the bu''ding in time to meet the 
struggling mass of gangsters and 
terror-stricken dress workers who 
were struggling to escape down 
the steps. 

Meanwhile the crowd of fright- 
ened, screaming women perched on 
the fire escapes had caused some 
one to. turn in an alarm of fire. The 
engines arrived to be followed a 
few minutes later by police reserves 
who had been summoned by tele- 
phone and two hospital ambulances, 
While the surgeons attended the 
injured, the police sought to single 
out the thugs.

ROHIBITION THAT PROHIBITS 

“President Coolidge has given the 
word to go the limit in prohibition enforce- 
ment.” This statement from Col. Andrews, 
Assistant Secretary of the Treasury, now 
in command of the enforcement fleet, ¢x- 
plains what has been taking place during 
jthe last two weeks on both the Atlantic 
and Pactffic coasts. | 

The ability of the executive department 
of the Fetleral government to enforce na- 
tional laws has been challenged by the rum- 
runners. The President has accepted the 
challenge; and the Federal officials are car- 
rying out his Orders. Liquor smugglers 
will. be prosecuted with the same rigor and 
diligence as any other lawbreakers. The 
world will shortly learn whether the reign 
of law is supreme under the American Con- 
stitution. 

None will be surprised at the attitude 
which the President has taken. None couid 
reasonably expect him to do less. When 
the people chose him as Chief Executive 
of the republic they imposed a trust in 
him which he will observe to the letter. 
To do less would be unworthy alike of the 
President and of the American people. 

Those who have derided the Eighteenth 
Amendment and gloated over the failure to 
enforce observance are suddenly awaken- 
ing to the untenable position in which they 
find themselves. Chief among these are 
the newspafers of the Atlantic Coast. They 
opposed the Bighteenth Amendment and 
have hitherto sought to find in its evasions 
justification for their attitude. Now thay 
are joining their voices to the general de- 
mand that the country shall be literally as 


enforcement is necessary to test the law. 
When the people as a whole are no longer 
able to secure intoxicating liquors to use 
as a beverage, then, and then only, wil) it 
be possible to determine whether public 
opinion favors the Volstead Act. 

The NewYork World, one of the leaders 
of the “conscientious objectors” to prohibi- 
tion, has come out strongly for rigid em 
forcement, an attitude which is in marked 
contrast to its preachments during the early 
days of prohibition. In a recent editorial 
the World. commented: 

The Volstead law is the law of the 
land, and it is of vital concern to law 
enforcement in general that it be en- 
forced to the letter. There never will 
be a worth-while showdown of prohi- 
bition until it becomes as impossible 
for the rich man to get his whisky and 
champagne 4s for the poor man to get 
his beer, and until the dignified cap- 
tain of industry is lined up in court 
beside the day laborer. The curse of » 
Volsteadism is its imequality in opera- 
tion. It makes for hypocrisy and class 
hatred. .. . We shall never know 
what America really thinks of Volstead- 

ism until it becomes absolutely impos- 
sible for the richest as well as the poor- 
est to get prohibited liquor: when the 
jails become as familiar with the opu- 
lent violator as with the person of no 
particular importance. 

This is not new. The sentiment in gen- 
eral is that which The Times has expressed 
repeatediy during the last five years. But 
it discloses the changed attitude of those 
who formerly gloated over violations of the 
Voistead Act. 

Those who were not favorable to proht- 
bition were loud in their boasts a few years 
ago that the law never could be enforced. 
Now they are joining with those who have 
insisted from the beginning that violators 
of this law should be prosecuted just as 
vigorously and diligently as any other crim- 
Inals. In the eyes of the law a criminal

UT THE RED TAPE 

Bureaucracy has no greater friend in 
Herbert Hoover than it had in Balzac. Our 
efficient, outspoken Secretary of Commerce 
Gemands that government red tape be cut 
wherever it ties up official affairs in such 
a way as to interfere with the proper dis- 
patch of public business. Also he is against 
the undue influence and authority used by 
the Federal departments. He proposes leg- 
islation that shall give the President or a 
commission full authority to reorganize the 
departments. Only by such action; Mr. 
Hoover says, will it be possible to over- 
come the opposition of “vested Officials, 
vested habits and organized propaganda 
groups” to specific changes affecting par- 
ticular bureaus or activities and to the 
checking of bureaucratic waste. 

As the result of the failure of Congress 
and our bureaus to heed popular demands, 
he says further. “the inchoate voice of the 
public gets nowhere, but to swear at bu- 
reaucracy.” 

One need not have been a very close ob- 
server of.the workings of bureaucracy st 
Washington to have noted a growing ten- 
dency on its part to augment official power 
and official business and to clog rather than 
to accelerate the machinery of government. 
The best thing that can be said of a burean 
is that it represents high skill and ability, 
as ite chiefs and their assistants are ex- 
perts in their particular jlines. This is a 
distinct merit. But mere efficiency is not 
the sole end of any governmental system. 
One may be able to do a thing and yet 
somehow fail to get it done. And getting 
things done in a prompt and satisfactory 
way is what the officers of a burean are 
hired for, and it is what the public natural- 
ly expects of them.

The British 
Bryce, though he found much to admire in 
our system of government and said so in 
his “American Commonwealth,” was disap- 
pointed to find that it was too ponderous 
in its deliberations and that it lacked 4di- 
rectness in action. A valid criticism of 
our bureaucracy is that it thinks more of 
forms thafi of eubstance, more of anthority 
than service. Also it plays into the hands 
of those unconscious comedians who have 
60 successfully staged the great Congres- 
sional farce. 

These things are known to the public, 
which, in the language of Mr. Hoover, has 
“no voice but to swear at bureaucracy.” 
His suggestion that the President, or a 
body of then directly representing him, be 
given authority to reorganize the depart- 
ments is one which, if acted upon, should 
result in the removal of the cause of such 
profanity. Then will the day be past when 
the people shall ask that a certain neces- 
sary thing be done and in reply receive a 
big, beautiful roll of red tape.
